Manufacture it would not be amiss. In 
proceeding I wonld say that cleanliness 
should above all things elso be observed 
in a dairy, and I have maOo the dis- 
covery that an immense quantity of the 
butter which is complained of as being 
"bad" is dne to nothing else but un- 
cleanliness. It would seem as if the 
face and hands of these foreigners were 
strangers to soap and water from in- 
fancy. 
They sit down to milk their 


cows without washing, their hands all 
din and slime and their clothes 


BEEKINO WITH FILTH. 


To a cleanly person who has had ex- 


perience in milking cows tbe dirty prac- 
tice of emercing both hands in the milk 
pail in order to dampen the teats would 
seem unbearable; but to these foreign 
dairymen it is in no wise considered OB 
uncleanly, and is in all cases practiced. 
I do not exaggerate when I state that 
the dirt and filth from their hands thus 
beconres moistened and runs into the 
bucket, mingling with the milk and 
giving it a dirty color. No strainer can 
be procured fine enough to separate this 
dirt from the milk. Now we will follow 
the milkers into the dairy, and see if
